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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of species A in the reply filed on 6/1/09 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 7-10, 12-16, and 18-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/1/09. 

Specification

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: on lines 2-3, "the said arm" 
should perhaps be either 'the arm' or 'said arm'. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2, 11, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1,11, and 17, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the 
like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "an energy guide chain system" in line 4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. This should perhaps be "the" energy 
guide chain system since it refers back to claim 1 . 

Claim 17 recites the limitation "the movable connection" in lines 12-13. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Perhaps "point" should be added. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-2, 11, 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
